Claim1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
Ichimura et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,001,277) or Arakawa (U.S. Patent No. 5,528,400). 

Each of Ichimura et al. and Arakawa disclose a liquid crystal film having at least 
two regions with different patterns, i.e., different retardation and/or different orientation 
of the LC material, as well as corresponding methods of preparing such a liquid crystal 
film, and the use of said liquid crystal film as alignment layer, optical retardation film or 
optical waveguide in liquid crystal displays or other optical or electro-optical components 
or devices. The liquid crystal film is characterized in that it comprises at least one photo- 
isomerisable compound inclusive of the instant claims. 



Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by either 
Vaughn-Spickers et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,122,227) orTakeda et al. (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2006/0127605). 
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Each of Vaughn-Spickers et al and Takeda et al. disclose a liquid crystal film 
having at least two regions with different patterns, i.e., different retardation and/or 
different orientation of the LC material, as well as corresponding methods of preparing 
such a liquid crystal film, and the use of said liquid crystal film as alignment layer, 
optical retardation film or optical waveguide in liquid crystal displays or other optical or 
electro-optical components or devices. The liquid crystal film is characterized in that it 
comprises at least one photo-isomerisable compound inclusive of the instant claims.
